JERUSALEM  —  Israel  expelled 
ight  Palestinians  from  the  occupied 
ands  Monday,  accusing  them  of  incit¬ 
ing  the  four  months  of  violence  there, 
iind  it  issued  deportation  orders 
against  12  others. 

Hospital  officials  said  soldiers  shot 
i  20-year-old  Arab  to  death  in  the 
iVest  Bank.  That  brought  to  142  the 
number  of  Palestinians  killed  since  ri- 
;)ts  began  Dec.  8  in  the  occupied  West 
lank  and  Gaza  Strip,  w'hich  Israel 
!aptured  from  Jordan  and  Egypt  in 
he  1967  Middle  East  war. 

The  eight  Arabs  were  taken  to 
iouth  Lebanon  in  two  helicopters. 
The  United  States  condemned  the  de- 
))ortations. 


Hijackers  kill  hostage, 
second  death  in  siege 

Gunmen  threaten  to  kill  remaining  50, 
demand  plane  refueling,  terrorist  release

Six  Palestinians  from  Beita,  a  West 
Bank  village  where  an  Israeli  settler 
girl  and  two  Arabs  were  killed  in  a 
clash  last  week,  were  among  the  12 
against  whom  the  army  issued  depor¬ 
tation  orders. 

Palestinian  leaders  contended  the 
purpose  of  the  expulsions  was  to  ap¬ 
pease  right-wing  politicians  and  Jew¬ 
ish  settlers  angered  by  an  army  re¬ 
port  that  said  Tirza  Porat,  15,  was 
killed  by  a  bullet  from  another  set¬ 
tler’s  gun. 

Residents  of  the  territories  com¬ 
plied  with  Palestine  Liberation  Orga¬ 
nization  orders  to  close  stores  Mon¬ 
day  and  stay  home  from  jobs  in  Israel. 
Underground  leaflets  called  for  a 
“day  of  firebombs”  on  April  21.

LARNACA,  Cyprus  —  Arab  hi- 
ackers  on  Monday  killed  a  second 
Hostage,  tossed  his  bloody  body  from 
i  Kuwaiti  jet  and  threatened  to  kill 
he  rest  of  the  nearly  50  captives  if  the 
alane  wasn’t  refueled. 

The  gunmen  said  the  dead  man  was 
i  “Kuwaiti  officer.”  He  was  the  sec- 
md  of  three  Kuwaiti  military  men 
iboard  the  Kuwait  Airways  jet  that 
he  hijackers  have  slain  during  the 
veeklong  ordeal. 

The  hijackers  have  demanded  that 
Cuwait  release  17  pro-Iranian  terror- 
3ts  convicted  in  1984  for  bombing  the 
J.S.  and  French  embassies  in  De¬ 
ember  1983. 

Sources  close  to  the  negotiations 
aid,  however,  that  the  hijackers  on 
donday  demanded  freedom  only  for 
he  three  men  among  the  17  who  have 
)een  sentenced  to  death.  Kuwait  ap- 
)arently  rejected  the  modified  de- 
nand. 

In  Kuwait,  Foreign  Minister  Sheik 
labah  al-Ahmed  al-Sabah  said  his 
(ountry  is  prepared  to  lose  more 
Hostages  rather  than  give  in  to  terror- 
sm.  “We  will  try  our  utmost  to  pro¬ 
tect  our  dear  ones  aboard  the  plane, 
»ut  we  will  not  surrender  to  any 
ilackmail,  even  if  we  lose  more  of 
hem,”  he  told  a  news  conference.

WASHINGTON  —  Friday  is  the 
leadline  for  filing  1987  federal  tax  re¬ 
urns,  but  if  confusion  about  the  new 
ax  law  has  caused  you  to  put  off  the 
hore  this  long  you  might  be  better  off 
lelaying  the  inevitable  for  another 
our  months. 

Just  filling  out  a  one-page  Form 
868  will  give  you  a  repi'ieve  until 
lug.  15  —  but  you  must  estimate 
vhat  you  owe,  if  anything,  and  en- 
lose  a  check  with  Form  4868.  But  at 
last  you  won’t  be  rushed  into  making 
mistake. 

The  Internal  Revenue  Service  ex- 
lects  about  6.25  million  couples  and 
ndividuals  to  ask  for  the  automatic 
lelay,  about  1  million  more  than  last 
•ear.  If  you  plan  to  join  that  number, 
ays  IRS  spokesman  Wilson  Fadely, 
■ou  should  get  a  Form  4868  immecli- 
itely. 

The  IRS  is  expecting  107  million 
ndividual  tax  returns  this  year  and 
'stimates  that  37  million  of  them  will 


the  hijackers,  who  are  masked  by 
blue  hoods  fashioned  from  airline  pil¬ 
low  cases  and  armed  with  gi’enades 
and  handguns. 

Sabah  said  there  are  at  least  eight 
hijackers,  all  of  them  Arabs,  carrying- 
forged  passports.  Four  of  the  hijack¬ 
ers  have  Bahraini  passports,  three 
have  Iraqi  passports  and  one  has  a 
Colombian  passport,  he  said. 

He  sidestepped  a  question  about 
whether  the  jet  would  be  stormed, 
saying  that  was  a  matter  for  the 
Cypriot  authorities  since  the  plane 
was  on  their  teiTitory. 

The  man  killed  Monday  was  pushed 
from  the  blue-and-white  plane  at  3:07 
p.m.  (8:07  a.m.  EDT)  after  Cypriot 
officials  ignored  two  deadlines  to  re¬ 
fuel  the  jet.  An  ambulance  picked  up 
the  body  30  minutes  later. 

Doctors  at  Larnaca  morgue  said  he 
had  suffered  injuries  to  the  side  of  his 
face,  appai’ently  from  a  beating.  They 
said  he  had  been  shot  twice  in  the 
head  at  close  range  before  his  body, 
hands  bound  behind  his  back,  was 
thrown  onto  the  tarmac  at  Larnaca 
Airport. 

“We  have  executed  a  Kuwaiti  offi¬ 
cer,”  a  hijacker  told  the  control 
tower.  “We  also  reconfirm  that  the 
craft  must  be  refueled  immediately, 
immediately,  before  we  take  more 
dangerous  steps.” 

At  dusk,  the  hijackers  put  one  of 
the  passengers,  identified  as  Fadl 
Marzouk  el-Oteibi,  on  the  radio. 
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spokesman  Charles  Redman  said: 
“We  strongly  oppose  deportations 
from  the  occupied  territories,”  which 
he  described  as  “counterproductive. 
...  They  only  further  inflame  pas¬ 
sions.” 

Redman  said  the  practice  violates 
international  human  rights  agree¬ 
ments  to  which  Israel  is  a  signatory. 
The  Geneva  Convention  bars  expul¬ 
sion  of  civilians  in  time  of  war,  but 
Israeli  officials  say  the  convention  ap¬ 
plies  only  to  mass  expulsions. 

Army  helicopters  took  the  eight  de¬ 
portees  to  southern  Lebanon,  carry¬ 
ing  some  personal  belongings  in  plas¬ 
tic  bags.  They  were  offered  medical 
examinations  and  two  taxis  took  them 
to  Rashaya,  in  the  foothills  of  Mount 
Hermon  in  the  Syrian-controlled 
Bekaa  valley,  Israeli  army  radio  and 
Lebanese  police  reported. 

The  army  described  them  as  “lead¬ 
ing  activists  in  terror  organizations,” 
and  said  some  were  “organizers  and 
instigators”  of  anti-Israeli  protests. 

Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres 
said  on  Israel  radio:  “We  are  not  ex¬ 
pelling  residents.  We  are  only  ex¬ 
pelling  agitators,  preachers  (of  vio¬ 
lence)  and  extremists.  The  past  has 
proven  that  expulsions  are  one  of  the 
most  effective  deterrents.” 

Palestinian  leaders  said  the  expul¬ 


sions  would  feed  bitterness.  “The 
more  the  government  uses  drastic 
measures,  the  more  people  become 
determined,  even  though  they  don’t 
have  the  power  to  overthrow  the  au¬ 
thorities,”  said  Rashad  al  Shawwa,  a 
former  Gaza  City  mayor  deposed  by 
Israel. 

Monday’s  deportation  was  the  sec¬ 
ond  in  four  months  of  riots. 

The  expulsion  of  four  Palestinians 
on  Jan.  13  provoked  an  international 
outcry.  More  than  1,000  Arabs  have 
been  expelled  from  the  territories 
since  1967. 

Uri  Ariel,  head  of  the  West  Bank 
settlements  council,  said  Monday’s 
action  was  “too  little,  too  late”  and 
demanded  more  expulsions. 

The  Beita  clash  Wednesday  has 
provoked  debate  along  party  lines 
since  army  investigators  said  Miss 
Porat  apparently  was  struck  by  a  bul¬ 
let  from  the  gun  of  Romem  Al  Dubi, 
one  of  the  two  guards  accompanying 
the  teen-agers. 

Settlers  and  right-wing  legislators 
said  the  army  report  was  one-sided. 
Beulah  Cohen  of  the  rightwing  party, 
Tehiya,  said  Lt.  Gen.  Dan  Shomron, 
the  army  chief  of  staff,  “jumped  to 
conclusions  and,  acting  as  a  judge, 
pointed  an  accusing  finger  at  the  set¬ 
tlers.”

Read  housing  contracts 

Always  look  before  you  lease

come  pouring  in  during  the  21  days 
that  end  on  April  22.  More  than  58 
million  had  been  received  by  April  1. 
Some  of  the  remainder  will  be  filed 
after  the  deadline,  some  will  come 
from  military  personnel  who  are  sta¬ 
tioned  abi'oad  and  some  will  come 
later  from  taxpayers  who  have  dead¬ 
lines  other  than  April  15. 

The  IRS  has  processed  81  percent 
of  the  returns  received  so  far,  down 
slightly  from  last  year.  More  than  77 
percent  are  getting  refunds,  com¬ 
pared  with  78  percent  at  this  time  last 
year.  Refunds  are  averaging  $825,  up 
from  $806. 

Tax  authorities  speculate  that  un¬ 
certainty  about  the  new  tax  law 
caused  many  people  to  put  off  filing 
this  year. 

The  new  law  is  blamed  by  the  IRS 
for  an  increase  of  about  2.5  percent  in 
the  number  of  taxpayer  errors  on  this 
year’s  returns.  And  the  biggest 
rewriting  of  the  law  in  the  history  of 
the  income  tax  means  some  people  — 
clearly  a  minority  —  are  paying  more 
tax. 

“For  a  lot  of  people  it’s  a  bit  of  a 
surprise,”  says  Vern  Martens,  senior 
tax  attorney  at  Merrill  Lynch  head¬ 
quarters  in  New  York. 

“They  were  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  rates  were  cut,  but  forgot  that 
certain  deductions  are  no  longer 
available.” 

“The  gi'oups  that  benefit  most  are 
lower-income  people  and  those  at  the 
other  extreme  who  were  in  the  50 
percent  bracket  and  suddenly  they’re 
down  to  38.5  percent,”  Martens  said. 
“The  vast  majority  in  the  middle  are 
paying  from  a  little  bit  more  to  a  lot 
more.” 

On  the  plus  side,  the  maximum  tax 
rates  applying  to  most  taxpayers 
were  lower  in  1987  than  in  1986.  On 
the  other  hand,  some  key  deductions 
that  had  spelled  lower  taxes  for  mil¬ 
lions  were  no  longer  available  or  sig¬ 
nificantly  reduced  for  1987. 

The  deduction  for  sales  taxes  was 
wiped  out  entirely.  Only  65  percent  of 
consumer  interest  was  deductible. 
Only  unreimbursed  medical  expenses 
that  exceeded  7.5  percent  of  adjusted 
gi'oss  income  were  deductible.  And 
only  the  portion  of  miscellaneous  de¬ 
ductions,  including  union  dues,  ex¬ 
ceeding  2  percent  of  AGI  were  de¬ 
ductible. 

But  the  loss  of  two  other  deductions 
ameant  higher  taxes  for  many  middle- 
and  upper-income  families.  Two- 
earner  couples  lost  a  special  deduc¬ 
tion  of  up  to  $3,000. 


Couples  as  well  as  single  students  should  read 
thoroughly  and  understand  every  part  of  their 
leases  befoi'e  signing  them,  said  the  manager  of  the 
BYU  Off-Campus  Housing  Office. 

If  the  potential  tenant  feels  something  is  wrong 
in  a  contract  or  thinks  a  clause  could  be  dangerous 
to  him,  he  should  not  sign  it.  In  such  a  case,  the 
student  should  talk  to  either  the  BYU  Off-Campus 
Housing  Office  or  an  attorney  or  negotiate  terms 
with  the  landlord  before  signing  the  lease,  said 
John  Pace. 

“Married  students  are  not  required  to  live  in 
university-appi'oved  housing.  However,  the  uni¬ 
versity  has  approved  numerous  apartments  in¬ 
tended  for  married  couples,”  states  the  BYU  Off- 
Campus  1Q88-89  Renter’s  Gruide.  “We  recommend 
that  married  students  live  in  approved  housing 
whenever  possible  so  that  BYU  housing  personnel 
will  be  better  able  to -assist  them  if  there  are  any 
tenancy  problems.” 

Students  asking  for  an  interpretation  of  their 
rental  agreement  is  the  question  the  Off-Campus 
Housing  Office  hears  most,  said  Pace. 

A  rental  contract  or  lease  is  a  legal,  binding 
agreement  that  is  enforceable  by  law,  whether  it  is 
written  or  oral,  according  to  the  off-campus 
renter’s  guide. 

“If  you  move  out  before  the  end  of  the  contract 
term  when  the  landlord  has  performed  properly, 
you  may  be  legally  responsible  for  the  remainder  of 
the  contract  if  the  unit  is  not  re-rented  ...  A  con¬ 
tract  should  never  be  signed  if  there  is  an  intent  to 
break  it  before  the  expiration  date,”  according  to 
the  off-campus  renter’s  guide. 

When  signing  a  lease,  students  “should  look  to 
see  if  it  is  approved  by  us,”  said  Pace. 

“It  may  be  to  the  student’s  advantage.”  Students 
should  also  look  for  an  arbitration  clause,  which 
gives  the  off-campus  housing  department  the  right 
to  settle  disagreements  between  the  tenant  and  the 
landlord,  much  like  going  to  court. 

One  couple  signed  a  lease  to  live  in  non-BYU 
approved  housing  in  August  of  1986.  According  to 
their  lease,  they  must  provide  a  30-day  written 
notice  to  the  manager  30  days  before  the  lease 
expires  or  it  will  automatically  renew  itself. 

“We  didn’t  realize  this  because  of  the  way  it  was 
written  in  our  lease,”  said  Rhonda  Kosmicki.  “We 
thought  it  meant  a  30-day  notice  before  we  move.” 

The  Kosmickis  wanted  to  move  but  found  their 
lease  had  already  renewed  itself  for  the  next  year. 
They  talked  to  their  lawyer,  and  he  said  they  were 
legally  bound  to  stay,  according  to  Kosmicki. 

“Our  leases  are  12-month  leases,”  said  Craig 


Peay,  general  manager  of  the  apartments.  “They 
are  automatically  renewed  if  a  30-day  notice  is  not 
received  30  days  prior  to  the  end  of  the  lease.” 

According  to  Kosmicki,  Peay  had  told  them  that 
the  office  would  send  over  any  potential  tenants, 
but  the  Kosmickis  never  had  an  offer. 

“Tenants  can  sub-let  their  apartments  and  we 
are  willing  to  help  them.  We  get  400-500  calls  a 
week,  and  if  we  are  full  we  can  help  the  tenant,” 
said  Peay. 

“Usually  we  try  to  have  the  managers  notify 
them,  but  our  feelings  are  that  they  are  big  kids, 
and  they  should  read  their  lease  as  far  as  I’m  con¬ 
cerned,”  said  Peay. 

According  to  The  Renter’s  Handbook,  published 
by  the  Utah  Legal  Services  Office,  a  tenant  should 
always  ask  for  an  agreement  that  both  the  tenant 
and  the  landlord  can  sign  and  keep  copies  of  when 
an  apartment  is  to  be  rented.  Once  a  tenant  signs  a 
lease,  by  law  he  must  abide  by  the  terms  of  that 
lease. 

If  a  lease  has  something  illegal  or  untrue  in  it,  it 
may  be  invalidated.  “But  don’t  count  on  it,”  said 
Pace. 

Unless  there  is  a  substantial  breach  of  contract 


by  the  landlord,  students  must  abide  by  the  terms 
of  the  contract. 

After  reading  through  many  leases,  the  Off- 
Campus  Housing  Office  personnel  have  seen  many 
that  are  vague,  with  ambiguous  or  unclear  terms 
and  some  which  are  detrimental  to  basic  tenant 
rights,  said  Pace. 

Pace  says  he  doesn’t  think  even  the  managers 
understand  some  of  the  terms  of  the  lease,  but  the 
terms  are  there,  nonetheless. 

The  Renter’s  Handbook  states,  “When  you  move 
into  an  apartment  your  landlord  automatically  has  a 
claim  or  lien  on  your  personal  property  if  you  should 
fall  behind  in  your  rent  or  cause  damage  to  his 
property.  However,  he  cannot  just  walk  into  your 
apartment  and  take  things.” 

The  landlord  must  “get  a  court  order  which  al¬ 
lows  him  to  take  and  hold  some  of  your  property 
until  you  pay  what  you  owe,”  the  Renter’s  Hand¬ 
book  continues.  Only  certain  property  can  be 
taken. 

Some  leases  allow  the  landlord  to  raise  the  rent 
during  the  lease  period,  according  to  the  Renter’s 
Handbook.  “Be  sure  you  understand  whether  the 
rent  can  be  raised.” 


Schoolteachers  in  Panama 
protest  against  Noriega

PANAMA  CITY,  Panama  —  Hundreds  of  teach¬ 
ers  demonstrated  Monday  against  Panamanian 
strongman  Gen.  Manuel  Antonio  Noriega  as 
Panama  slid  further  toward  chaos  in  the  seventh 
week  of  an  economic  and  political  crisis. 

American  business  executives,  meanwhile,  were 
trying  to  figure  out  how  they  were  affected  by  new 
U.S.  sanctions  that  could  cost  Panama  millions  of 
dollars. 

The  sanctions  prohibit  U.S.  businesses  from 
making  payments,  including  taxes,  to  the  Panama¬ 
nian  government.  Panama  is  virtually  bankrupt 
because  of  a  run  on  its  banks,  the  freezing  of  Pana¬ 
manian  deposits  in  U.S.  banks  and  a  variety  of 
American  sanctions  aimed  at  forcing  Noriega  to 
resign. 

Protesting  teachers,  who  along  with  100,000 
other  public  employees  have  not  been  paid  fully  in 
more  than  a  month,  gathered  in  front  of  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Education  and  shouted  anti-Noriega  slo¬ 


gans  for  several  hours  before  dispersing  without 
incident. 

“Pineapple  face,  you  must  go,”  they  cried  in  a 
mocking  reference  to  Noriega’s  jowly,  pockmarked 
face. 

Fred  Denton,  executive  director  of  the  American 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Panama  City,  said  he  had 
received  numerous  calls  from  representatives  of 
U.S.  firms  asking  how  the  tax  sanctions  would  be 
applied. 

“If  we  take  this  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  I  wouldn’t 
be  able  to  buy  a  Panamanian  postage  stamp,”  Den¬ 
ton  said.  “We’re  in  a  complete  state  of  confusion.” 

President  Reagan  on  Friday  invoked  a  sweeping 
economic  sanctions  law  against  Panama  to  force  the 
ouster  of  Noriega,  the  commander  of  the  15,000- 
member  Defense  Forces  and  the  power  behind  the 
civilian  government. 

The  Treasury  Department  in  Washington  was 
expected  to  issue  guidelines  this  week  covering  the 
sanctions  imposed  under  the  1977  International 
Emergency  Economic  Powers  Act. 


Prospective  teachers  avoid  Utah  jobs 


Education  college  students 
views  on  teaching  in  Utah 

A  questionaire  was  filled  out  by  553  students 
majoring  in  elementary,  secondary  and  special 
education  at  BYU,  SUSC,  the  University  of  Utah  and 
Weber  State  College.  These  are  some  of  the  results: 


420  of  the  553  were  dissatisfied  with 
the  size  of  classrooms  in  Utah 


498  of  the  553  were  dissatisfied  with 
the  salaries  of  teachers  in  Utah 


238  of  the  553  said  they  planned  to  work 
in  Utah  while  221  said  they  did  not  plan  to 
work  in  Utah.  The  rest  were  undecided. 


426  of  the  553  anticipated  the  need  for 
a  second  income 
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Large  classes  and  low  pay  are  what 
keep  most  prospective  Utah  teachers 
from  practicing  their  profession  in 
their  home  state,  says  a  new  sui-vey 
released  by  the  Utah  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation  Student  Program. 

A  survey  of  553  college  students 
majoring  in  education  indicated  that 
423  of  the  respondents  were  unhappy 
with  the  prospect  of  teaching  over¬ 
sized  Utah  classes.  Also,  40  percent  of 
those  entering  the  teaching  profes¬ 
sion  will  seek  employment  outside  of 
Utah,  compared  to  43  percent  who 
will  stay  in  the  state. 

The  starting  salary  for  a  Utah 
teacher  is  $15,200,  compared  to  a  na¬ 
tional  average  of  approximately 
$19,000,  said  Jim  Campbell,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Utah  Education  Associa¬ 
tion. 

The  results  of  the  survey,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Patrick  Boles,  president  of  the 
Utah  Education  Association  Student 
Program,  indicate  the  dissatisfaction 
felt  by  prospective  teachers. 

The  survey  indicated  77  percent  of 
prospective  teachers  anticipate  the 
need  for  a  second  income  and  only  30 
percent  of  those  who  plan  teaching  as 
a  lifetime  occupation  will  pursue  their 
careers  in  Utah. 

Survey  respondents  also  felt 


$21,127  was  a  fair  salary  for  starting 
teachers. 

Boles,  originator  of  the  survey, 
said  the  survey  came  about  “to  let  the 
Legislature  and  governor  know  how 
prospective  teachers  feel.” 

Boles  said  the  survey  implies  a 
tough  future  for  Utah’s  education 
system.  “The  governor  placates  the 
people  with  talk,”  he  said.  “However, 
he  doesn’t  dwell  on  the  fact  that  un¬ 
less  something  is  done  to  increase  in¬ 
centive,  many  quality  teachers  will 
be  lost  over  the  next  five  years.” 

BYU  Secondary  Education  De¬ 
partment  Chairman  C.  Garn  Coombs 
said  the  disparity  in  pay  is  a  major 
concern  to  education  students.  “An 
education  major  gets  his  bachelor  of 
arts  and  starts  out  with  just  more 
than  $15,000  a  year.” 

Coombs  indicated  a  family  member 
recently  graduated  with  a  B.  A.  in  de¬ 
sign  engineering  technology  and  be¬ 
gan  working  at  $27,500.  “Now  that’s 
a  big  difference,”  said  Coombs. 

Campbell  said  a  tax  increase  may 
be  necessary  to  increase  teacher 
salaries.  “Some  kind  of  tax  increase  is 
needed,  or  at  least  a  shift  in  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  students  per  classroom. 

“We’re  very  supportive  of  having 
year-round  schools,”  said  Campbell. 
“We’re  watching  to  see  if  it  could  help 
cut  education  and  building  mainte¬ 
nance  costs,”  he  said. 
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Experts  defuse  Pakistani  missiles

ISLAMABAD,  Pakistan  —  U.S.  and  Pakistani  bomb 
disposal  experts  Monday  began  defusing  thousands  of 
deadly  missiles  and  grenades  strewn  around  the  capital 
after  an  explosion  at  an  ammunition  dump  killed  93  people 
and  injured  1,100. 

Security  forces  and  rescue  teams  also  searched  flat¬ 
tened  buildings  for  hundreds  of  people  still  unaccounted 
for  after  Sunday’s  blast. 

President  Mohammad  Zia  Ul-haq,  who  cut  short  a  visit 
to  Kuwait,  called  the  explosion  an  “extraordinary  acci¬ 
dent.” 

Zia  refused  to  speculate  on  the  cause  of  the  fire  which 
ignited  the  ammunition  dump  explosion  at  Ojeri  camp 
between  the  twin  cities  of  Islamabad  and  Rawalpindi. 

Commenting  on  reports  that  some  of  the  ordnance  was 
earmarked  for  Moslem  guerrillas  in  Afghanistan  and  that 
some  empty  casings  bore  Chinese  labels,  Zia  said,  “It’s 
nothing  but  speculation  —  a  high  measure  of  speculation.  ” 

Witnesses  saw  burning  trucks  Sunday  near  the  depot 
bearing  Afghan  license  plates. 


Pakistan  is  a  conduit  for  foreign  military  supplies  and 
other  aid  to  the  Afghan  insurgents  fighting  the  communist 
government  in  Kabul  backed  by  an  estimated  115,000 
Soviet  troops. 

Zia,  who  disclosed  the  number  of  dead  and  injured, 
received  messages  of  sympathy  from  various  heads  of 
state,  including  a  message  from  Afghan  President  Najib. 

“I  wish  to  convey  our  deepest  condolences  to  the 
families  who  suffered  from  this  tragic  incident  and  to  all 
people  of  the  republic  of  Pakistan,”  Radio  Kabul,  moni¬ 
tored  in  Islamabad,  quoted  Najib’s  message  as  saying. 

Streets  in  the  two  cities  were  littered  with  an  estimated 
6,500  unexploded  anti-tank  mortars,  rockets,  rocket-pro¬ 
pelled  grenades  and  other  devices. 

U.S.  Embassy  spokesman  Kent  Obee  said  the  embassy 
had  offered  the  Pakistani  government  help  in  finding  and 
clearing  the  weapons. 

A  four-man  American  explosives  expert  team  arrived 
Sunday  night  from  the  U.S.  Task  Force  in  northern  Ara¬ 
bian  Sea.  Obee  said  the  team  would  also  clear  ammunition 
that  fell  in  10  to  12  residences  of  U.S.  Embassy  em¬ 
ployees.  There  were  no  injuries  or  major  damage,  he  said. 
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Private  college  gifts  surge

NEW  YORK  —  Private  gifts  to  the 
nation’s  colleges  and  universities  rose 
a  record  $1.1  billion  to  $8.5  billion  in 
1986-87,  boosted  by  a  sharp  increase 
in  alumni  contributions,  according  to 
an  annual  survey. 

For  the  second  straight  year,  Stan¬ 
ford  University  was  the  most  success¬ 
ful  fund-raiser  with  $198.5  million, 
topping  Harvard  University  which 
raised  $178  million. 

The  1986-87  survey  results  gath¬ 
ered  by  the  Council  for  Aid  to  Educa¬ 
tion  were  projected  from  data  re¬ 
ported  by  1,174  colleges  and 
universities  which  together  account 
for  about  85  percent  of  all  private 


giving  to  higher  education. 

Council  president  John  R.  Haire 
said  several  factors  explain  the  un¬ 
usual  rise  in  contributions.  The  pei’- 
centage  of  the  population  with  four 
years  or  more  of  college  doubled  since 
1970,  meaning  more  people  were  in  a 
position  to  give. 

Colleges  were  more  aggressive  in 
making  their  case  for  donations, 
Haire  added.  And  the  stock  market 
was  still  booming  in  1986-87. 

Among  the  survey  findings,  sup¬ 
port  from  all  sources  reached  $8.5  bil¬ 
lion,  up  14.9  percent  from  the  $7.4 
billion  raised  in  1985-86.  Also,  alumni 
donations  showed  the  largest  year-to- 
year  increase,  up  28.5  percent  to 
$2.34  billion.

Candidates  debate  Arab-lsraeii  conflict 

The  New  York  primary  seemed  more  and  more  like  a  referendum  on  the 
Mideast,  as  the  presidential  candidates  spent  another  day  cautiously  raising 
the  explosive  issue  of  Israeli-Palestinian  conflict.  And  a  little  Hollywood 
glitter  rubbed  off  on  the  campaign  of  Michael  Dukakis,  as  his  cousin  Olympia 
picked  up  an  Academy  Award. 

“OK,  Michael,  let’s  go!”  Olympia  Dukakis  called  as  she  accepted  her  Oscar 
for  best  supporting  actress  for  her  performance  in  the  comedy  “Moonstruck.” 
Dukakis,  at  a  restaurant  in  New  York  that  figured  in  the  film,  called  his  cousin 
to  congratulate  her,  and  said  her  triumph  “may  be  a  sign  of  good  things  to  come 
in  New  York.” 

A  week  before  the  New  York  primary,  with  its  255  delegates  at  stake,  the 
three  Democratic  contenders  were  meeting  today  for  their  first  full-scale 
debate  since  last  month’s  Super  Tuesday  campaign. 

Republican  George  Bush,  his  party’s  all-but-certain  nominee,  kicked  off  a 
three-day  New  York  campaign  swing  and  said  he  wasn’t  worried  that  the  more 
suspenseful  Democratic  race  was  stealing  the  spotlight. 

“We  don’t  have  all  the  excitement  that  exists  on  the  Democratic  side,  but  we 
have  a  lot  more  unity  and  fewer  problems,”  he  told  a  crowd  at  a  shopping  mall 
in  White  Plains.  Jesse  Jackson’s  campaign  manager,  Gerald  Austin,  said  over 
the  weekend  that  he  hoped  the  New  York  primary  wouldn’t  be  a  “one-issue” 
campaign.  But  Mideast  topics  dominated  for  another  day  on  Monday. 

Catholic  bishops  issue  letter  on  women 

WASHINGTON  —  U.S.  Roman  Catholic  bishops  on  Monday  released  the 
first  draft  of  a  pastoral  letter  on  women  that  breaks  little  new  ground  on 
women’s  role  in  the  church  but  does  condemn  sexism  and  urges  priests  to  be 
more  sensitive  to  women’s  concerns. 

The  164-page  document  recommended  women  play  more  of  a  leadership  role 
in  the  church  and  suggests  further  study  of  the  possibility  of  installing  women 
as  permanent  deacons.  It  also  said  girls  should  be  allowed  to  join  altar  boys  in 
assisting  priests,  saying  that  exclusion  of  girls  seems  “to  stand  in  contradiction 
to  our  call  for  women’s  more  direct  involvement  in  the  life  of  the  church.  ” 

However,  the  bishops  stopped  short  of  recommending  that  women  be 
ordained  as  priests.  They  said  “there  is  in  the  Roman  Catholic  church  an 
unbroken  tradition  of  calling  only  men  to  ministerial  priesthood”  and  that  “the 
church  is  not  free  to  depart  from  that  tradition.” 

The  bishops  acknowledged  that  “certain  reasons  advanced  in  the  past  in 
support  of  the  tradition  arose  from  prejudicial  attitudes  toward  women.” 

Ex-mafia  member  testifies  in  hearings 

WASHINGTON  —  A  former  member  of  the  Sicilian  Mafia  told  senators 
Monday  that  “money,  drugs  and  greed”  have  corrupted  the  mob  organization. 

Testifying  behind  a  screen  in  the  Senate’s  most  extensive  organized-crime 
hearings  in  a  quarter-century,  Tommaso  Buscetta  said  the  Mafia  has  changed 
so  much  in  Italy  due  to  the  drug  trade  that  he  no  longer  feels  bound  “by  the 
code  of ‘omerta’”  —  or  silence. 

FBI  officials,  who  also  testified  before  the  Senate  Permanent  Subcommittee 
on  Investigations,  said  that  the  drug  involvement  of  U.S.  organized  crime 
families  is  less  extensive,  although  many  individual  mobsters  are  linked  to 
narcotics. 

“Before ,  the  Mafia  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  drugs ,  ”  Buscetta  testified . 
“Drugs  brought  too  much  attention  from  the  authorities,  too  much  heat.  Now, 
drugs  were  the  main  part  of  the  Mafia’s  business,  and  everyone  in  the  Sicilian 
Mafia  was  rich  because  of  it.” 

The  subcommittee,  headed  by  Sen.  Sam  Nunn,  D-Ga.,  held  the  first  of  four 
hearings  to  assess  the  state  of  organized  crime  in  the  25  years  since  Mafia 
figure  Joseph  Valachi  gave  dramatic  testimony  before  the  same  panel. 

Lawyer  discusses  Meese  and  Wedtech 

WASHINGTON  —  Attorney  General  Edwin  Meese  III  discussed  giving  his 
longtime  friend,  E.  Robert  Wallach,  a  key  Justice  Department  post  a  week  or 
so  before  being  notified  formally  that  Wallach  was  under  criminal  investiga¬ 
tion  in  the  Wedtech  scandal,  a  lawyer  for  Meese  said  Monday. 

Meese  and  Wallach  conducted  job  talks  concerning  the  then-vacant  post  of 
counselor  to  the  attorney  general  in  “limited  discussions  held  in  late  March  or 
early  April”  1987,  Meese  attorney  James  Rocap  said. 

“Meese  recalls  that  he  was  clearly  interested  in  having  Bob  Wallach  at  that 
time  come  into  the  department,  but  that  no  formal  offer  was  ever  advanced  to 
him,”  Rocap  said. 

The  j  ob  of  counselor  is  a  position  traditionally  held  by  one  of  the  most  trusted 
advisers  to  an  attorney  general. 

Rocap  said  he  does  not  know  whether  Meese  or  Wallach  initiated  the  job 
talkalor  how  many  there  were.  Meese  is  on.a  trip  to  South  America  this  week, 
and  was  not  immediately  available  for  comment. 

Man  gets  jail  term  for  snakebite  death 

ST.  GEORGE  — Darrell  L.  Wessendorfwas  sentenced  on  Monday  to  one  to 
15  years  in  prison  for  the  1987  rattlesnake  death  of  a  LaVerkin  toddler. 

Wessendorf,  24,  was  found  guilty  of  a  reduced  charge  of  manslaughter  in  the 
death  of  21-month-old  Stevie  Kirkwood,  who  was  fatally  bitten  May  8,  1987, 
after  Wessendorf  wrapped  a  rattlesnake  around  her  neck. 

Wessendorf  showed  little  emotion  as  the  sentence  was  announced  by  5th 
District  Judge  J.  Phillip  Eves. 

“This  is  probably  the  most  tragic  case  I  have  ever  tried  from  my  point  of 
view,”  Eves  said.  “This  court  cannot  look  upon  the  fact  that  a  life  was  taken 
with  the  least  degree  of  allowance.” 

Wessendorf  originally  was  charged  with  second-degree  murder,  but  Eves 
found  him  guilty  in  February  of  the  lesser  charge,  saying  the  defendant  was 
not  aware  of  the  possible  consequences  of  his  action. 

Wessendorf  told  the  judge  the  case  was  the  result  of  “misunderstanding.”

Those  things  include  involving  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  service  of  those  around 
them,  involving  students  who  feel  left 
out  and  need  to  be  involved  and  pro¬ 
moting  the  spirit  of  the  ‘Y’,  he  said. 

Crockett  came  to  BYU  because 
“aside  from  the  academic  education,  I 
wanted  to  be  around  people  of  a 
strong  moral  character.  ” 

Here  at  BYU,  righteous  living  is 
valued  and  it  is  “cool  to  be  good,”  he 
said. 

“I  am  applying  to  the  master’s  pro¬ 
gram  in  international  relations  and  if  I 
get  accepted  then  I  will  finish  up  with 
economics  in  August  and  do  the  mas¬ 
ter’s  program  next  year,”  he  said. 

“And  if  I  don’t  get  in,  then  I  will  do 
a  double  major  (in  economics  and  in¬ 
ternational  relations)  and  graduate  in 
April.” 

Crockett  was  born  in  Champaign, 
Ill.,  and  lived  there  until  he  was  five. 

He  then  moved  to  Long  Beach, 
Calif.,  and  lived  there  until  “becom¬ 
ing  a  BYU  resident.” 

When  he  was  young,  Crockett 
wanted  to  be  a  “thinker”  which  in¬ 
cluded  inventing  fun  things  and  think¬ 
ing  of  good  ideas.

“I  went  outside  and  thought  that 
my  car  had  been  towed  away.” 

His  roommate  told  him  the  car  was 
under  the  snow  just  before  Crockett 
went  to  call  the  police  and  report  his 
car  stolen.

Heritage  School  founders  help  children 


Glen  and  Kim  Overton  address  Women's  Conference  on  watching  troubled  youth

Despite  the  demands  of  a  child  that 
has  gone  astray,  the  founder  of  a 
treatment  program  for  troubled  ado¬ 
lescents  said  parents  should  not  ne¬ 
glect  the  needs  of  their  other  chil¬ 
dren. 

Glen  Overton,  former  chairman  of 
the  board  of  Utah  Valley  Regional 
Medical  Center,  founded  Heritage 
Schools  in  order  to  fulfill  the  counsel¬ 
ing  needs  of  wayward  children  and 
their  families. 

“Even  though  parent’s  lives  may  be 
filled  with  worry  and  anxiety  over 
their  one  astray  child,  they  still  have

other  children  and  they  need  to  try  to 
maintain  a  loving  and  nurturing  envi¬ 
ronment  for  them,”  said  Overton’s 
wife,  Kim,  who  spoke  with  her  hus¬ 
band  at  BYU’s  Women’s  Conference 
Thursday. 

“So  many  of  us  have  had  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  watching  our  bright,  beauti¬ 
ful,  young  child  change  into  an  alien 
almost  before  our  eyes,”  said  Mrs. 
Overton  as  she  tearfully  related  her 
experiences  and  feelings  when  her 
oldest  son  strayed. 

“I  felt  a  great  pain  in  watching 
other  boys  my  son’s  age  prepare  for  a 
mission,”  she  said.  “Knowing  that  my 
son  did  not  want  to  go  or  was  not 
worthy  to  go  caused  a  lot  of  hurt.” 

After  experiencing  the  trials  ac¬ 
companying  a  wayward  child,  Mrs. 
Overton  said  accomplishments  of  oth¬ 
ers  seem  great  in  comparison. 

“I  remember  when  my  second  son 
passed  the  sacrament  for  the  first 
time,”  she  said.  “I  can  remember 
what  joy  I  felt  at  that  small  blessing.  I 
think  we  have  a  greater  appreciation 


for  these  small  acts  of  obedience  that 
other  people  take  for  granted.” 

Although  all  children  and  situations 
are  different,  Mrs.  Overton  said  there 
are  some  guidelines  to  follow  when 
dealing  with  a  wayward  child. 

“Don’t  be  ashamed  to  keep  a  close 
check  on  him,  watch  his  friends,  talk 
to  his  teachers,  go  through  his  draw¬ 
ers,”  Mrs.  Overton  said.  “It  would  be 
much  better  to  have  kept  a  close 
check  and  find  out  that  you  were 
wrong  than  to  let  it  go  and  find  out 
you  were  right.” 

Parents  should  be  aware  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  temptations  facing  children  such 
as  the  great  availability  and  popular¬ 
ity  of  drugs,  she  said. 

The  differences  in  adolescents  and 
schools  today  compared  to  past 
decades  are  great,  according  to  Over- 
ton. 

When  a  survey  of  school  teachers  in 
1940  was  taken,  they  listed  talking, 
chewing  gum  and  running  the  halls  as 
largest  among  their  worries  about 
students,  he  said. 

. ..  Yet,  when  a  similar  survey  was 
conducted  in  1982,  teachers  feared 
robbery,  rape,  assault,  arson,  vandal¬ 
ism  and  gang  warfare  from  their  stu¬ 
dents,  said  Mr.  Overton. 

“There  are  actually  teachers  in 
California  and  big  cities  that  are  es¬ 
corted  to  their  classes  all  the  time 
because  they  fear  harm  so  greatly,” 
he  said.  “Others  teach  behind  plexi¬ 
glass  so  they  won’t  be  hit  when  they 
turn  their  back  to  write  something  on 
the  board.” 

Overton  said  he  also  warns  parents 
about  the  effect  of  hard  rock  and  roll 
lyrics  on  the  minds  of  adolescents.  He 
told  a  story  of  a  young  man  unable  to 
go  on  a  mission  for  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  be¬ 
cause  of  moral  problems  he  could  not 
conquer,  despite  his  desire. 

“It  started  with  music,  went  into 
drugs  and  alcohol  and  now  into  sex 
and  the  young  man  felt  he  had  no  es¬ 
cape  from  his  thoughts.” 

Overton  said  that  sometimes  harsh 
measures,  such  as  kicking  a  child  out 
of  the  house,  are  necessary  in  order 
for  changes  to  take  place. 

“I  promise  you,  if  you  have  had  a 
troubled  child,  then  you  have  had  a 
troubled  parent,”  he  said.  “When  that 
child  is  out  of  control,  Mom  and  Dad 
are  out  of  control  also.” 

For  example,  he  said,  the  prodigal 
son  only  learned  his  lesson  after  he 
left  home. 

An  individual  child’s  behavior  is  not 


always  reflective  of  the  righteousness 
of  the  parents,  said  Overton. 

“I  am  grateful  for  the  example  of 
Adam  and  Lehi  who  dealt  with  chil¬ 
dren  unwilling  to  listen  to  their  coun¬ 
sels,”  he  said. 

“We  have  to  remember  that  these 
things  are  natural  and  we  can  do  only 
what  we  can  do  and  then  place  the 
burden  on  the  Lord,”  said  Mrs.  Over- 
ton.  “Sometimes  all  we  can  do  is  love 


them.  I  have  to  tell  myself  that  the 
final  chapter  has  not  been  written,” 
she  said.  “They  are  not  judged  by  a 
certain  portion  of  time  in  their  lives. 
But  they  are  judged  on  the  whole  pic¬ 
ture.” 

“I  don’t  care  if  you  have  a  physically 
or  mentally  handicapped  child,  or  as 
we  talked  about  today,  an  emotionally 
handicapped  child,”  said  Overton. 
“There  is  hope.  God  sends  us  peace.”

Michael  Douglas  was  named  best 
actor  at  the  60th  Academy  Awai'ds 
for  his  role  as  a  ruthless  inside  trader 
in  “Wall  Street.” 

Best  supporting  performers  were 
Olympia  Dukakis,  as  Cher’s  outspo¬ 
ken  Italian  mother  coping  with  a  way¬ 
ward  husband  in  “Moonstruck,”  and 
Sean  Connery,  the  hard-fisted,  incor¬ 
ruptible  Chicago  beat  cop  in  “The  Un¬ 
touchables.” 

Douglas,  who  also  starred  in  last 
year’s  box-office  smash  “Fatal  At¬ 
traction,”  thanked  his  father,  actor 
Kirk  Douglas,  for  helping  “a  son  step 
out  of  his  father’s  shadow.” 

“Emperor,”  directed  by  the  Italian 
Bernardo  Bertolucci,  had  the  most 
nominations  —  nine  —  and  won 
awards  for  original  score,  art  direc¬ 
tion,  cinematography,  sound  and  ed¬ 
iting.  The  sweeping  story  of  China’s 
last  imperial  ruler  had  been  widely 
favored  to  win  the  most  honors,  in¬ 
cluding  best  picture,  at  the  60th  an¬ 
nual  Academy  Awards.

Commercial  flight 
ban  on  smoking 
to  start  April  23

WASHINGTON  —  The  airline 
smoking  ban  that  goes  into  effect 
April  23  on  commercial  aircraft  will 
apply  to  any  flight  scheduled  for  two 
hours  or  less  even  if  delays  cause  the 
flight  to  take  longer,  the  Federal  Avi¬ 
ation  Administration  said  Monday. 

Congress  required  the  smoking  ban 
on  short  flights  in  legislation  passed 
last  year.  The  FAA  issued  its  final 
rules  on  the  prohibition  Monday,  al¬ 
though  the  general  outline  of  the  new 
restrictions  has  been  known  for 
months. 

Airlines  since  the  first  of  the  year 
have  complied  with  a  state  law  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  and  banned  smoking  on  flights 
within  the  state. 

The  law  enacted  by  Congress  last 
year  prohibits  smoking  on  any  flight 
of  two  hours  or  less  on  jet  aircraft  as 
well  as  smaller  commuter  planes. 

A  passenger  who  violates  the  ban 
would  face  a  civil  fine  of  up  to  $1,000 
per  offense.
